the similitade of bank notes, to be counter- 
signed and ‘registered in the Bask Department, 
to be stamped on their face “Secured bya 
pledge of United States Stocks, and receiva- 
bie for all dues to and from the United States 
excépt duties on imports, and made legal ten- 
der for these purposes.”’ 


All existing banks in all ‘States and Terri- 


tories of the United States may elect or not 
to avail themselves of the benefite of this na- 
tional curreney on complying with the pro- 
visions of the act. : 


New banks may be formed by any number 


of persons under its provisions, with a capital 
of $100,000 or more, to cireulate this currency 
and carry om « general banking business In 
any part of the United States. 


All banks issuing nailomel currency are re- 


quired to keep constantly en hand twenty-five 
per cent. of their outstanding circulating 
notea in specie to secure the prompt redemp- 
tion of the same. 


Stockholders are made individually liable for 
to the amount of their 


Banks organized under this act arg to-have s 


seal, may sue and be sued in all courts, and 
may make all by-laws necessary to carry on 
their business. 


Banks under the act are to make quarterly 


reports to the Bank Comptroller, who is an- | 
neally to report to Congress. : 

If banks fai] to redeem their bills and be- 
eome insolvent, the securities in the hands-of 
the Bank Comptrolier may be sold at public 
auction and the bill-holders first paid. 


Insolvent banks are to have a Receiver ap- | 


pointed, amd be wound up by order of the 
eourt. 


Frauds end counterfeiting are carefully 
guarded aguinst. This dill will, the Commit- 
tee believe, create a large demand for United 
States Stocks to be issued for banking pur- 
poses. The bills issued on a hypothecation 
of these stocks will have the fiith of the Gov- 
ernment pledged to that extent for their re- 


These bills are to be recelyable for taxes 
and all other public dues to the Government, 
and forall salaries, and for all other debts 
and demands due from the United States for 
seruices rendered, and for supplies and ma- 
terials furnished. The banks issuing this na- 
tional currency are made liable for its redemp- 
tion, and the stockholders are made liable for 
it. 


The bill-holders have as security: First 
the United States Stocks deposited with the 
Bank Comptroller; second the Uability of the
